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INTRODUCTION 


The Baucom, Baucum, Bawcom, Baughcom, Balcombe, Balcom, Balkcom Families 


in the United States. 


In 1976, three of us interested in the Baucom (all spellings) family history 
made contact by letter and in person--Burney Bawcom of Lake Village, Arkansas, 
Charles V. Baucom of York, Nebraska, and the writer, Banks McLaurin, of Dallas, 
Texas. Fhe result has been a concentrated effort to increase our knowledge of 
our Baucom roots and a busy correspondence. Money contributed by the three of 
us, together with contributions by others interested, has resulted in great 
strides in documenting our Baucom forefathers and a clearer picture of what they 
did and where they lived. 


I had been working on the Baucom family since 1967 when I discovered that my 
great-great-grandmother, Candis Baucom, was the daughter of Bennet Baucom of 
Wake Co., NC. I had been told by my father that her name was Candis Balcomb. 

I had no luck at'all in finding her ancestry until I took my daughter to Nash- 
ville to look over Vanderbilt as a pobbible place ta go to college. With an 
hour to spare, I visited the Tennessee State Library. I took advantage of the 
time to look up the records of Carroll County, Tenn., and found to my surprise 
that Candis Baucom was mentioned in the will of Bennett Baucom as his daughter. 
Thomas Banks was named as guardian of the minor children, including Candis, and 
his surety for the carrying out of this duty was Haywood Bledsoe. This one will 
gpened up all sorts of possibilities. Thomas Banks had a son, Gaston Haywood 
Banks, who m. a few years later, Candis Baucom in Carroll County, Tenn. Further 
research revealed that Haywood Bledsoe was the brother of Thomas Banks' wife, 
Barbara, whose last name I did not know at that time. 


I continued my research of the Baucom family, and those listed in the "sources 
of information" are people that I contacted over the next 11 years. In 1976, 
the chance contact between me and Burney and Charles, both of whom had recently 
become interested in Baucom history, forged a group effort which is continuing. 
This book is another step forward. It is a result of Burney's suggestion that 
we appraise where we now stand and analyze how to make further gains. What one 
cannot do, several people working together can. We have been able to find out 
a great deal about our earliest ancestor, Nicholas Baucom. Before, we had only 
known that he died in Johnston County, NC, but now we know that he was in Balti- 
more and had a child, our common ancestor, John Baucom, baptized there in 1725 
in the Church of England, which confirmed our theory that he was of English 
origin. 


Not. too long after starting my research back in 1967, I found and purchased a 
boqk titled "A First Book of the Balcombe Family", written in 1942 by Frank M. 
Balcomb. It discussed three Balcomb families of various spellings and traced 
their ancestry for four or five generations. The work was very accurately done, 
as proven by the close correlation with census records which I have searched 
since. Several sources of Baucom data allude to a relationship with one of 





“these families, but our further research has made this quite suspect. If there 


were a connection, then it would appear it is back in England and not in this 
co\ntry. Several sources of data on the Nicholas Baucom family claimed descent 
frouyss Von Baukom family from Prussia. This has been proven to have been put 
together from circumstancial evidence with no regard for recorded facts. 

I will briefly discuss the three families written up in the Balcombe book. 

Henry Balcombe, b. ca 1640 prob. England was in Charleston, Mass., by 1665. His 
widow moved to Sudbury, Mass., after his death in 1683. His descendants remained 
in the Sudbury, Mass., area generally, although some went to NY and some to Nova 
Scotia. I call Henry's family A-065. 


John Balcombe, b. ca 1697 on Isle of Jersey, England, was at Mansfield, Conn., 
as early as 1724; moved to Salem, Mass., 1744. Descendants spread to NY and PA. 
I call his family A-066. 


Alexander Balcom, bh. Sussex, PUBL in Portsmouth, RI by 1664. He d. 1711- 


His children settled at Attleboro, Mass., and nearby towns. Descendants recorded 
in this book remained generally in the New England area, with exceptions. I call 
this family A-067. Alexander had a son, Alexander, Jr., who had a son, Baruch, 
b. Attleboro, Mass., 1702, who d. Bath Town, Beaufort County, NC. His known 
children were two daughters and a son, Ichabod Balcom, b. 1739. Ichabod is 
A-067-aea. The book says Ichabod had only a son, Thomas. 


One.new Baucom which our research turned up was Peter Baucom. Peter Baucom is 
recorded in numerous land and court records of Virginia, Maryland, and Delaware. 
He gets land in Rappahanock Co., Va., by 1666 and lives his last years in Kent 
County, Delaware, where he was sheriff from 1680 to 1685. He was. survived by 
an only daughter, Ruth, so he had no male descendants to carry on his name. 


The object of our research was, of course, our common:ancestor, Nicholas Baucom. 
Nicholas Baucom, of unknown parentage and origin, appears in Maryland by 1725 

where a child is born and the fact recorded in St. George's Parish, Baltimore 
County. He leaves Baltimore about 1740 and appears in Craven Co., NC by 1742. 

He received land grants and had a plantation and ferry on the Neuse River in what 
became Johnston County, NC, where he died 1762. It is his history and descendants 
whoare the principle subjects of this book. There are several unsubstantiated 
theories as to his origin, but none has proven valid. We must conclude from thes. ““™ 
facts at hand that he came from England. He may well be related to Peter mentioned 
above. Since both Nicholas and Baruch of the A-067 family had descendatns in 
Johnston County, NC at the same time, a possible relationship is inferred. 


The above five men are the only recorded immigrants bearing the name Baucom, 
Balcom, Balcombe who we find in American records. Only four of these had male 
descendants to carry on the name and they spelled the name in a variety of ways: 
Balkom, Baucom, Baucum, Bawcom, Bawcum, Balkcom, Balcom, Baughcom, etc. 


At the time of the first census of the USA in 1790, there were 47 Balcoms, Bal- 
combs, Balkcoms, Baucoms, etc., distributed as follows: 

2 in New York 
in Vermont

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Those in New England can be identified as belonging .to the A-067, A-066, and 
A-065 families. This verifies the construction shown in ''A First Book of the 
Balcombe Family" as essentially correct. 


There is a Sarah Balcom in Edgecombe Co., NC who is undoubtedly the widow of 
A-067-aea., Ichabod Balcom. Alexander Baukum is in Johnston Co., NC and he is 
no doubt the son of Ichabod. . 


The four Baucoms in Wake Co. descend from Nicholas: John, Sr., John, Jr., son 

of John, Sr., Brittain, son of John Sr., and Ric'd, which should be Reece, who 

is also the son of John, Sr. Another son of John, Sr., named James, appears in 

Johnston Co., NC. In Montgomery Co., NC, we find a Nicholas Boycom who is undoubt- 
edly the son of Nicholas; in Spartanburg Co., SC we find Aaron Baucom, who is i 


undoubtedly the son of Nicholas. »~< 


From our study, it can be concluded that there were only the four immigrants to 
the USA prior to 1790 who had descendatns. Our search has concentrated in the 
southern tier of states where the vast majority of Baucom descendants have lived 
and our study of Balcoms has been motivated by a desire to separate them from the 
descendants of Nicholas. All who spell their names Balcom, Balkom, and Balkcom 
appear to descend from A-067-aea., Ichabod Balcom, and all who spell their name 
Baucum, Baucom, and Bawcom appear to descend from Nicholas. 


There are four pieces of information that seem to indicate a possible relationship 
between the Nicholas Baucom family and the Ichabod Balcom family. First, they 
both were in Johnston Co., NC at the same time for an extended period of time. 
Second, Jemima Baucom of Wake Co., aaf., m. a Brannon. The Balcomb family of 
Alabama was closely allied with the Brannon family. Third, at least two gen- 
ealogists among the Union Co. Baucoms thought that there was a relationship. 

Last, there is also‘ one reference to Ichabod Balkcom in Anson Co., NC land 
records; but together, they do add up to strong circumstantial evidence that such 
a relationship may well exist and will be worth pursuing in further research.

This book will set forth in detail, and I hope in a logical order, what we now 
know about Nicholas Baucom and his descendants and the information we have found 
on Ichabod Balcom and his descendants as a by-product of our research on Nich- 


.Olas. We have come a long way, but there is further to go and hopefully this 


book will generate interest to make further progress on the family history. I 
will also list what I think are the principle problem areas and where research 
might be the most productive. 


1. Is Nicholas Baucom connected to the A-067 family, or did he come to the USA 
by himself, or is he somehow connected to Peter Baucom of earlier date. His 
background is undoubtedly English. We should continue to watch for data in 
Baltimore, Md., area. 


2. Who were the wives of John Baucom, Sr. and Jr.? Despite much published data 


in Johnston and Wake Co., NC, we have not been able to identify them. We 
should continue to watch for data in Wake and Johnston Co., NC area. 


3. We need to do further research in SC., GA., KY, and Tenn. to clarify the 
family of Nicholas, Jr. Present construction is based entirely on circum- 
stantial evidence. 


4. We need to confirm placement of the Anson/Union Co., NC Baucoms of the third 
generation. Despite much research in this area, identifications are still 
not proven. We need to continue to watch Anson and Union Co. area data 


5. We need to confirm placement of children of James, Brittain, Cader and Reece 
who were in Tenn. early. We need to do further research in areas where we 
find them in the census. 


6. We need to continue to work on descendants of A-067-ae. in order to find a 
connection if such exists. Further identification of these descendants can 
best be done in Duplin, Sampson, and Cumberland Co., NC; in Coffe, Dale, and 
Henry Co., Ala.,; and in Jones,. Twiggs, and Lowndes Co., Ga. 


7. We need to identify the unconnected Baucoms of all spellings. 


8. We need to continue to search in libraries for Baucoms in new census 
indices, new books in areas we are watching, and new family genealogies 
being published. The states of particular interest are Maryland, North Car- 
oline, Tennessee, South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Missouri, Kentucky, Texas, 
Arkansas, Illinois, and in that order of importance, more or less. 


9. We need to continue to contact people with the Baucom (all spellings) line 
to bring descendants of the various families down to the present time. 


10. Who were the husbands of Mary Baucom Beddingfield and Jemima Baucom Brannon? 
We should continue to watch for data in Wake and Johnston County, NC area. 


An attempt has been made to search all census indices available so that no Baucom 
regardless of spelling would be missed. These indices are not 100% accurate, 

but are probably 95% accurate. All data so gleaned has been recorded in this 
book under Census Records. We have also looked at the actual census microfilm 
where there were known to be Baucoms in the county involved. Each head of family 
in the Southn tier of states where descendants of Nicholas lived has been identi- 
fied with a number per the system described in the next paragraph, or an "unknown" 
number has been assigned such as A-001., A-002., etc. In the census of 1790 in 
New England and New York, all heads of household have been identified with the 
A-065, A-066, or A-067 family number. A "?" where the identification number 
appears indicates that I question this person being a Baucom. 


The numbering system used in this book is one I developed over the years. I 
start with Nicholas Baucom as "a''. His children in presumed or known order of 
birth. ara: “aa.", "ab.", “ac.", ete. Thé children of "ac." aré “aca,", "acb.", 
etc. Again a letter is added in presumed or known order of birth. The number 
of letters will tell you which generation the person is from Nicholas. 


The numbers used in the Bibliography are the writer's designation in a master 
bibliography. These numbers are used to simplify references and sources in the 
rext. 








In compiling these records, we have tried to be accurate and objective. However, 
sources can be inaccurate, books contain errors, census records contain errors 
of commission and omission. All data has been transcribed more than once to 
arrive at this book, which can introduce errors. It is for this reason that I 
ask your indulgence if you find a mistake. If you have corrections or additions, 
please send them to one of us:

Peter Bawcomb (Vawcomb) of Choptank, Talbot Co., and two of his servants 
were indited and tried on two charges before a jury at the Dec. 1669 court 
in both instances charged with stealing the livestock of neighbors. The 
first case was dismissed because the value of the bull killed, fixed in 
the indictment at the nominal valuation of sixpence, was less than fifty 
shillings, the minimum amount as fixed for prosecution under the law, and 
all three were freed on this count. In the second case, the servants 
appeared as principal and the master as accessory in the indictment. One 
of the servants pleaded guilty, the master and the other servant not guilty. 
The jury found the two latter not guilty, the court thereupon also freed 
the servant that had pleaded guilty, and it seemed unfair to penalize the 
one who had confessed his crime. Bawcomb, the master was, however, bound 
over for twelve months for his good abearance. The sheriff's imprison- 
ment charges and costs for the three, based on the rate of a twenty pounds 
of tobacco a day, amounted to a total of 10,200 pounds, a rather large

Discussion: 

On the preceeding pages is all that is known for certain on Nicholas Baucom; 
on pages preceeding that is information relating to other Baucoms of various 
spellings who came to America. From this data, we can draw some definite conclu- 
sions. 

1. Nicholas Baucom was not a descendent of the families called A-065, A-066, and 
A-067 in the records. He was not a descendent of Peter Baucom on whom we 
find much data. in early Virginia, Maryland and Delaware records, but he could 
be a relation of his. He could be distantly related to A-067 family. 

2. Nicholas Baucom was of English descent as he was a member of the Church of 
England and was in an area settled by English colonists. His children have 
typically English names. , 

3. He very likely had only the one child who reached maturity by his first wife 
Mary, although his next eldest son, Thomas, could be a late child by his first 
wife. Since his birth is not recorded in St. George's Parish where Nicholas 
and Mary were till 1740, he is more than likely by wife (2) Sarah Lee. 

4. His other children are very likely by wife (2) Sarah Lee as she was made the 
sons! guardian in 1764. 

5. The relationship of the various Lees in Johnston Co. which we find recorded 
is not known, but she is obviously related as John Sr. was names as an executor 
of Nicholas' estate, and both Edward and John made purchases from. the state. 

6. The ancestry of Nicholas Baucom as given in Bk. #2003, "Upchurch Family of 
England, Virginia and North Carolina" is very inaccurate and has no basis in 
recorded facts. The supposed four Prussian brothers Von Balcom came in 1711 
and Johan married in Pennsylvania, then went to Sudbury, Mass, then came to 
Craven Co., NC. The dates in this writeup to not match known dates and facts 
do not match known facts. We can only conclude that this theory was fabricated. 
The::manuscyiptnofiwhich this:book. bases this theory has many errors. The "First 
Book of Balcom" has very accurate records on the Sudbury Balcoms which do not 
include any reference to Nicholas. The History of Bucks Co., Pennsylvania, 
pp. 30/33 confirms the ancestry of Nicholas Vandegrift but only lists three 
daughters: Rebecca, bapt. 1685, Jan, bapt. 1691 and Deborah, bapt. 1695. The 
dates which must be concluded for Nicholas and son John are at least 11 or 12 
years off. The reference quoted from the NC Colonial Records, vol. V., p. 1090 
does not say what Bk. #2003 says it does.

These 1600 men under the command of Col. B. F. Terry proceeded to Bowling 
Green, Ky. In their first engagement on 17 Dec 1861, Col. Terry was 
killed. The 8th Tex. Cav. was known thereafter as the Terry's Texas 
Rangers. Col. Thomas S. Lubbock succeeded in command. As a unit in the 
Army of Tennessee, they participated in the Battles of Shiloh 6/7 Apr 1862, 
Perryville on 8 Oct 1862, Murfreesboro on 31 Dec 1862, Chicamauga on 19/20 
Sept 1863 and many others--Over 100 engagements in all. Of the 1600 orig- 
inal recruits plus 500 replacements during the war, only 244 were left 
when the war ended with the unit in North Carolina.

With ex-Banks slaves as employees, they drove 
wagonloads of cotton bales to Port Lavaca where they picked up supplies 
to be delivered to Austin. They used a trail between the Colorado and the 
Guadalupe Rivers - a "hogback'" route - and thus had no major streams to cross. 


He was a Mason in the Blue Lodge at Webberville and they belonged to the 
Webberville Methodist Church. After the death of his daughter Beulah in 
1894, they reared her two sons Banks and Coin who were left orphans in 
1900 when Hugh McLaurin died. He remained in remarkably good health until 
his last years. He faithfully attended the reunions of Terry's Texas 


Rangers. These were often held in Austin as it is centrally located in the 
state and Col. Littlefield, prominent Austin banker, financed in part the 
reunions. Col. Littlefield was an officer in the Rangers. 


Thomas B. Banks was 6'1'', slim with blue eyes, dark brown hair. Adeline 
was short, slim, had grey eyes, and brown hair. Beulah Banks was 5'9", slim, 
had blue eyes and light brown hair.

Writeup from Bk. #2003. Upchurch Family, pp. 34/36: 


"Murry Upchurch, son of Moses and Mary (Simms) Upchurch, was born 1 
Nov. 1797, in Franklin County, NC. Wile still young, sometime before 
1810, he moved with his family to Chatham County, NC, where his father 
had bought a rather large acreage. No facts of his youth are known, 
but he presumably grew up engaged in the growing of tobacco, along 
with his many brothers and sisters. 

On 23 Aug. 1820, Murry married Nancy Scott, (b. 29 Nov 1801 d. 26 
July 1864)daughter of John and Rachel (Baucom) Scott of Wake Co., NC. 

On 10 Jan. 1826, Murry bought 160 acres of land from his father, 
Moses Upchurch, for $250., ‘on Clifton's Spring Branch...Ruffin Up- 
an corner....Hugh McLane's corner.' (Chatham County Deed Bk. 
A-A/60). 

In Feb. 1849, Murry bought 100 acres from his brother, Sims 
Upchurch. (Chatham Co. Deed Bk. A-H/128). 

The 1850 U.S. census of Chatham County, N.C. listed Murry's age 
as 52 and Nancy's as 48, with four children still living at home. 

The 1860 census gave Murry's age as 63 and Nancy's as 59. In 
their household, according to the census, still lived their daughters, 
Mary, aged 23, and Clara, aged 19. This same census showed,: also, 
Nancy Carson, widow, aged 25, who was probably a helper in the house- 
hold. Nancy (Scott) Upchurch died 6 July 1864, and Murry married 
Nancy Carson. 

The date of Nancy (Carson) Upchurch/s death is not known, but 
she left a will, dated 22 Nov. 1869, leaving the property she had 
inherited from her first husband to her Carson children. (Chatham Co. 
N.C. WILL BOOK. E/45). 

Murry Upchurch married, as his third wife, Sallie Temples, on 1 March, 
1870, in Chatham County, N.C." 


(Murray and Nancy Scott Upchurch were living in Chatham Co., NC in the Census 
of 1850 with children: Paskill, Rachel, Mary, and Clay.) 


"Murry died suddenly on the 19th of March 1872 in a neighborhood 
store. His will was dated 6 April, 1870, and is abstracted below: 
'To my beloved wife, Salie--75 acres of land, including the home- 
stead, adjoining the lands of Sims Upchurch, Welthy, Elkins, and 
H. Melton, as long as she shall live, or her widowhood, bedstead, 
one wheel and cards, cooking utensils, one year provision to be 
set aside and given to her by my executor. 
To my daughter, Clary--one cow and calf, one walnut folding table, 
one side saddle. 
I give and devise to my son :aschall's children one note that I 
hold against the said Paschall. 
I give and devise to my daughter Elizabeth Lawrence's childrens «> 


one hundred dollars. '!

From the Murry Upchurch Family Bible, which cannot be found at this 
date, comes the following information of the names and birth dates 

of the children of Murry and Nancy (Scott) Upchurch, This was, for- 
tunately, copied from the Bible, on 12 Feb. 1888, by the late Philip 
Nelson Foushee (son-in-law of Murry Upchurch), at the request of Isham 
Sims Upchurch, a son of Murry, and was found among the papers of 

Isham Sims Upchurch after his death. The additional information of 
the names of spouses was furnished by Ora (Upchurch) Lewter, deceased.
